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REMARKS. 


In presenting this our Annual Report we beg to say that while 
there have been many unusual matters constantly occurring through the 
year to add to our expense, we have used every effort to save where it 
could possibly be done, and the result shows a much _ better condition 
than we feared would follow. 

Our roads and bridges have been kept in good condition without 
exceeding the appropriation, which was much smaller than last year, 
even though they were badly washed in many places by the spring 
freshets, requiring unusual repairs in both roads and bridges, two new 
highways laid, one of which required an expense of about $100 in the 
building, and a catch basin placed on Main street connected with the 
new sewer to remove the surface water. ‘These roads are all now in 
good repair, except that the bridge across Moose Brook, upon the new 
road to Sugar Hill, needs to be renewed, the expense of which however 
will not be great. 

The failure of the town to appropriate money to pay for lighting 
the streets has made it impossible for us to meet all the town charges 
with the small amount appropriated for that purpose, the lights alone 
costing $1,038.61, leaving a very small sum for all other purposes, in- 
cluding the extraordinary expenses of the fire of May 8th, from which 
a more serious conflagration was so narrowly averted, and the forest 
fires which were unusually destructive, and which by law, reauired the 
attention of the town to extinguish. The town meetings called for fire 
purposes, and expenses incurred thereby, also added to the usual and 
ordinary expenses of the town. 

The removal of the lock-up was also required, the public street 
being no place for it, and being also required, where located, for other 
necessary improvements and the town lot being the only available place, 
without great expenditures, it was thought advisable to place it there. 
It was also imperative that it should be repaired to save it from de- 
struction. ‘The removal of this and the repairs, though not very ex- 
pensive, added to our expenditures, but if the appropriation for the lights 
lad been made, the necessary town charges would not only have been 
met in the appropriation for that purpose, but there would have been a 
cood balance in favor of the town. 
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In the liquor prosecutions, which it was our sworn duty to institute, 
and which became necessary for the safety of our homes and the 
good name of our beautiful village, though many obstacles were met 
and it was difficult to obtain truthful testimony, rum being a great 
power as well as a greater curse, we have shown that the law could be 
enforced, and if our successors will continue the good work we shall no 
longer be pointed out as a rum cursed town. We have no doubt but 
what there are others whom we have been unable to reach, who are 
still breaking the law in this respect, but our Independence was not 
gained in a day,nor can any great reform be accomplished withoutlong, 
hard and untiring labor. Weare aware that harsh and unjust criticisms 
have been made by those who either love rum or the money and in- 
fluence that comes from its sale, but we are satisfied that all our best 
people are in favor of a reasonable enforcement of the law for our pro- 
tection, and with their good judgment we are content. Our report 
shows the resuit of these prosecutions, so far as they are determined 
by the courts, and with several indictments still pending, which were 
the only liquor indictments procured at the Feb. Term, and which were 
continued to the April Term in this district, there is no reason to doubt 
but what the expenses already incurred in these, and which cannot be 
fully stated now, will be paid and that the town will not only not lose 
financially but will gain in all that makes it a safe abiding place. 

The improvements for the year have been marked aud do us as atown 
great credit. A new school house, which was imperatively demauded, 
has been built, with excellent heating aud sewerage connected, and the 
sewer has been so constructed as to accommodate all the property on 
both sides dioug where it ruus, under such provisions as the town may 
see fit to make. 

Fire committees have been appointed whose reports will be submitted 
and upon which some favorable action should be taken; a Board of 
Trade has been established and the new Town Library put in good work- 
iug order, All these good things should be encouraged, and with 
united effort new industries cau be secured, and Gorham not only retain 
its place among the most beautiful of all those in this ‘*Switzerland of 
America,” but beeome as well the most prosperous and happy.

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In presenting this our annual school report all are aware the last 
two school terms have been somewhat shorter than in former years, 
owing to the building of a new school house, removing the old ell and 
repairing and remodeling the old building. We have now a house 
sufficiently large to accommodate all our scholars and we are in abetter 
condition, with better accommodations for school purposes, than ever 
before. The basement under the entire building affords much room 
which will be utilized to advantage as coming years may show their 
necessities. The heating apparatus is working finely. On a few occa- 
sions some of the rooms have been somewhat cold during the former 
part of the day. This was owing in a great measure to the sudden 
change in the weather, and there being no fire in the building the two 
previous days. ‘To economize we did not consider it prudent to burn 
coal on Saturdays aud Sundays, so that a cold snap coming on Sunday 
night found us at times not too well warmed up on Monday mornings, 
as it requires time to heat so large a building with a coal fire. These 
however are only rare exceptions, 2s the building is properly heated and 
ventilated. All things considered the schools have been fairly prosper- 
ous the past year; yet it must be acknowledged that on account of the 
change from the old to the new and improved building, with all its 
conveniences, the scholars became excited and curious, and consequently 
for several weeks were harder to govern than in former years. We 
hope however that that period of lawlessness has passed by and better 
conduct may be expected in the future. 

Financially, as our report shows, we have not been able to meet all 
our expenses with the money placed at our disposal. The amount given 
us was considerably less than the year before, owing to the failure of 
the town to vote us tlhe Savings Bank Tax, and our extra expenses on 
account of the new school building, its care and heating, has unavoida- 
bly, caused the small debt reported. We have done the best we could 
under all the circumstances, and with our now excellent school accom- 
modations and a generous support, which only can bring a full measure 
of success, there is no reason, why our schools may not retain the proud 
place they now hold in the state.

In submitting this our report upon the new School Building, we 
have to say that we labored under many disadvantages on account of 
the haste with which we were compelled to act, in order to complete the 
work for the fall term, failure to have done which would have been a 
serious injury to the students, especially to those who expect to pass 
through to a successful graduation. We could not take all the advanta- 
ges which might otherwise have been taken, and it is almost remarkable 
that no more time was lost, and that the whole structure has been so 
thoroughly built. ‘The estimates given us by the architect have not 
however been exceeded, and the extra work of the sewer, the water 
tank and school furnishing, all of which were imperative, has been 
done at a mnch less expense than could reasonably have been expected 
and has given us school privileges second to none in the county. The 
vote limiting the payment of interest to four per cent made it some- 
what difficult to raise the money as fast as required, but, as our report 
shows, we succeeded in getting it at that rate, so that our whole debt, 
except the small amount unprovided for, is placed at that low rate of 
interest, and where it can mostly be kept for a few years upon payment 
of the interest semi-annually or annually according as the loans have 
been procured. We recommend that this debt be paid in annual pay- 
ments of not less than $1,000, in addition to the annual interest, and 
in this way the payment can be made easily and not be severely felt. 

The ouly bills specified in the items of **Total Cost” that remain 
unpaid are the small amounts which we have charged for our services, 
the balance of the amount unprovided for being due to Mr. Twitchell, 
our Chairman, who to meet all other outstanding bills, has overpaid to 
that extent the money coming to our hands.

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Library Trustees. 


At the annual March meeting of the town in 1894. the sum of two 
hundred dollars was appropriated for library purposes, but no Trustees 
were elected or appointed. At the March election in 1895 only tweuty- 
five dollars was voted for library purposes. A Board of Trustees were, 
however, subsequently appointed and qualified, and began the somewhat 
serious undertaking of perfecting arrangements for putting into active 
operation a Public Town Library. After many delays, book cases were 
obtained, a convenient and central location secured, the books arranged 
and properly classified, and the Library opened to the public on Noy. 
22, 1895. There has been a constaut and increasing demand for books, 
particularly among our younger people. ‘l’'wo hundred and forty-seven 
different individuals have been takers of books. We now have listed 
four hundred and seventy-two volumes. There are several volumes 
upon our shelves, chiefly works of reference, but still valuable for library 
purposes, but not yet classified or listed, enough in all to exceed five 
hundred volumes. 

Your Trustees have spent considerable time and used their best 
efforts for success. They have not received directly or indirectly any 
compensation, but have willingly and freely contributed their services. 
Contributions have been solicited with some considerable success and 
several volumes have thus been added. We bespeak from our citizens 
a growing and increased interest in that direction. Add to the Library 
from your own books and thus assist others. We fully believe in the 
Library as a public educator, and in order to keep in the line of pro- 
gress and meet the urgent requirements of our reading population, our 
citizens and voters should be liberal in their gifts and appropriations for 
our Publie Library. 

In order to in any respectable manner. meet the needs and require- 
ments for the coming year, the town should appropriate at least $300. 
About $100 will be needed for care aud running expenses, and $200, 
and more if possible. should be expended for books. The librarian thus 
far has received no compensation.
